WHERE 45 DIED 


Bombay, India. July 13 'T ' — A 
coroner’s inquest will be held today 
in the crash of a Royal Dutch air­ 
liner in which 45 persons, including 
13 American news correspondents, 
were killed yesterday. 
Thirty-three bodies have been re­ 
covered 
from 
the 
rain-drenched 
slope of 800-foot high Ghatkopar hill 
where the big KLM plane crashed 
and burned. 
Five of the bodies have been iden­ 
tified so far. Searchers said most 
of the others had been mangled 
and charred almost beyond recogni­ 
tion A blinding monsoon rain slowed 
operations. 
Struck Hillside 
U. S. Ambassador Ley Henderson 
arrived here by plane to attend 
funeral services for the American 
victims Services are expected to be 
held either today or tomorrow. 
Correspondents 
who

with 
Henderson, 
helped 
identify 
some of the bodies. 
The correspondents, whose bylines 
and broadcasts were familiar to mil­ 
lions of Americans, had been on an 
Indonesian tour in cooperation with 
the Dutch government, when the 
tragedy occurred. 
Their Constellation was circling 
in a rain squall In an attempt to 
land at Santa Cruz airfield, 15 miles 
north of Bombay, when it struck 
the hillside, about four miles to the 
east. 
Had Special Permission 
The 
Indian 
government 
has 
granted permission for KLM to send 
Dutch technicians by plane to the 
scene to Investigate the disaster. 
The government has also begun its 
own inquiry. 
KLM officials at the Hague said 
■reports from the scene indicated 
the 
crash was caused by 
bad 
weather. These officials added that 
their pilots were unfamiliar with 
the Bombay landing facilities be­ 
cause the company never served 
this area. 
To express its s y m p a th y with the

government banned the landing of 
Dutch planes in India many months 
ago.

The 1949 general assem bly put a 
ceiling of $500,000 on relief money 
few the school program but only 
$98,000 w as used. However, all but 
$10,000 w as expended early this year 
when the plan moved into high gear. 


B ig Eye Program 


The recent legislature authorized 
the departm ent to spend up to $1.- 
000,000 of its $160,000,000 relief ap ­ 
propriation for the next two years 
on the school aid program . If ex­ 
penditures continue throughout the 
period at the sam e rate as during 


May, nearly ail the appropriation will

TO TEST SOVIET 
ZONEBLOCKADE

n American 
army convoy of 60 trucks, loaded 
with supplies for the U. S military 
post in Berlin, rolled toward the 
Soviet-zone frontier today in a test 
of Russian policy. 
Unarmed, but with American m ili­ 
tary police escorts, the convoy is 
scheduled to appear at the Russian's 
Helmstedt checkpoint on the main 
Berlin autobahn tomorrow morning, 
British military police at Helm­ 
stedt reported today that several 
hundred 
Berlin-bound 
German 
trucks were stalled there in a con­ 
tinuation of the tieup which the 
Russians began Sunday. 
The m ilitary police said that So­ 
viet guards had allowed as many 


as six trucks an hour to pass in 
the earl! morning but were now cu t­ 
ting back to as few as three. 
D ie American army, if its convoy 
gets through the Soviet zone w ith- 
j out 
difficulty tomorrow, plans to 
establish a weekly trucking service 
to its Berlin post to relieve some of 
the burden on the U. S.-British a ir­ 
lift. 
British officials said it was not yet 
known whether they would Institute 
army truck convoys on the same 
basis. 
Since the formal lifting of the 
Berlin blockade May 12. allied ve­ 
hicles have traveled the Soviet zone 
autobahn without hindrance. 
All other border points were closed 
by Soviet guards last Friday and 
Saturday 
to 
Berlin-bound 
truck 
cargoes. These points had been of­ 
ficially opened by the Soviet m ilitary 
J governor. General Vassily I. Chui- 
kov, in lilting the original blockade 
in May.

Hie 
Aspers 
Community 
Fire 
company has come a long way since 
its 
organization. 
Today's 
motor- 
poWered fire-fighting unit Is a strik­ 
ing contrast from the two wheeled 
hose cart that was once pulled by 
hand around Aspers with 500 feet 
of hose. But the Aspers firemen 
proved th at the caliber of the fire­ 
fighters can offset a lack of equip­ 
ment. Having the advantage of an 
txcellent water supply from a sys­ 
tem installed in 1913, these early 
firemen used this hose cart to save 
one of the town's factories when fire 
destroyed 
an 
adjoining 
storage 
room. On several occasions 
this 
early apparatus rendered valuable 
assistance 
Dormant Several Years 
Organized 
in 
1914, the 
Aspers 
Fire company was inactive for sev­ 
eral years until 1924. On May 16, 
1924, fourteen citizens of Aspers, 
aware of the necessity for greater 
protection against fire, assembled 
at the Penn Tile works to figure 
out a means of putting some new- 
life into their dormant fire com­ 
pany. Two weeks later at another 
meeting the firemen effected a per­ 
m anent organization and adopted a 
constitution 
and 
by-laws. 
Aspers 
Fire 
company 
became 
the 
17th 
member 
of 
the 
Adams 
County 
Firemen’s association 
Membership in 1924 numbered 35. 
Officers were: D. C Aspers, presi­ 
dent; H. W. Lower, vice president; 
Keller Lupp, assistant secretary; J. 
J. Rex. treasurer; Thomas Dull, as­ 
onant 
treasurer; 
H. C. 
Gulden, 
chief; C. F. Asper and Charles ll. 
Gulden, assistant chiefs; and E. M. 
Adelsberger, marshal. C. II. Oulden 
is now president of the company. 
He has held several offices. 
Depression Strikes 
By 1927 membership in the com­ 
pany tutu increased to 88 
Then 
* ame the economic difficulties of 
1929. Depression and unemployment 
forced a decline in membership aud 
activity 
Few meetings were held, 
and had not deposits of the com­ 
pany been considerable it m ight 
have ceased to exist. 
Another handicap during these' 
>ears was the lack of anything ta n ­ 


gible with which to work. There was 
no lire house, no ground for enter­ 
tainm ent aud no m odern fire fight­ 
ing equipment. But the depression 
eventually turned out to be a boon. 
Economic necessity forced the crea­ 
tion of civil works projects. 
Seizing the opportunity thus of­ 
fered. the Aspers Fire company ap­ 
plied for aid under the DWA. The 
state agreed to furnish the labor 
and 20 per cent of the cost of m a­ 
terials for the erection of a com­ 
bination fire house and community 
hall. This project not only resulted 
in the building of this much needed 
structure; it also made it possible 
for 55 citizens of Aspers to find 
work in a period of unemployment. 
This was the only project in the 
county to receive state support for 
the cost of materials. 
Buy New Truck 
Constructed during th e winter of 
1933-34. the edifice was a two-story 
brick building 40 
by 60 feet. The 
building trustees were Earl W alters, 
H. C. Gulden, D. C. Asper and C. 
R. Bucher. 
During construction of th e new 
fire house and community center 
another committee was investigat­ 
ing the purchase of a fire truck. 
They 
decided 
upon 
a

pumper, m ounted on a Rec chassis. 
It was purchased through Blaine 
G. W alter of Biglerville at a cost 
of $3,335. Cost of the building and 
site was $13,055.60. Of this amount, 
$6,300.64 was paid by the CWA. 
Dedication of the new building 
and fire truck took place on July 13 
and 14. A large crowd attended the 
event which featured speeches, a pa­ 
rade, and a dem onstration of the 
new equipment. The first bazaar was 
held in May of 1924.

Biglerville Was Paper' Town 
For 26 Years; Railroad Brought 
New Era To Early 'Middletown' 


Biglerville, once known as Middle- I 
town, dates back to 1817. when It was j 
surveyed and plotted by Samuel 
White, and lots (drawn by ticket) 
sold November 17 of that year. 
It was a -‘paper” village until 
April, 1843. when Henry Hartwell, 
who purchased White's interest in 
1838. erected a building at the inter­ 
section of the Gettysburg and New- 
ville. 
and 
the 
Chambersburg 
and Berlin roads. 
Prior to April I, 1884, when the 
first regular train was run over the 
Gettyatoifg and Harrisburg rail­ 
road, the village retained its primi­ 
tive characteristics, but once the 
whistle of the locomotive was heard.

itself; new 
buildings sprang into existence, and 
the good work then begun has been 
continued. _ _ _ _ _ 
Named for Gov. Bigler 
Biglerville was named for Gov­ 
ernor William Bigler, a native of 
Cumberland county and a resident 
of Clearfield county when he was 
elected the Commonwealth's chief 
executive. Governor Bigler was born 
In 1814, He was the 12th governor of 
the state, and died August 9, 1880. 
Was Poor Fans Boy 
In Gov. Bigler was a man who 
worked up from a poor farm boy to 
the highest executive office in the 
state. He lived in poverty on a small 
farm. Misfortune In business brought 
on the death of his father while 
he was still a boy. His only educa­ 
tion was the common school. When 
14 years of age he entered the print­ 
ing office of his brother, John. 
Later, with $20 in his pockets and 
a second-hand printing set he set 
out for Clearfield, Pa,, where he be­ 
gan publishing the “Clearfield Dem­ 
ocrat." 
As editor of a newspaper 
Bigler got hts first taste of politics, 
and became a staunch admirer of 
Andrew Jackson. 
When 23 years of age he married 
Marla Reed 
of Clearfield. Soon 
afterwards he sold his paper and 
teamed up with his father-hr-hrw 
sn the lumber business. In a short 
time he had amassed a fortune. 
Became Gov friar in '52 
With no money worries Bigler 
began taking his politics seriously 
and in 1841 was elected to the state 
senate by a big majority. He was 
fearless in advocating needed re­ 
forms and after one powerful speech 
an old colleague said, “young man, 
that speech will make you governor 
of Pennsylvania if you behave your. 
self well hereafter." 
He 
became 
governor 
In 
1852. 
While governor he opposed 
the 
wholesale chartering of banks, debts 
incurred by public works, and the 
vicious practice of passing good and 
had measures in a single "omnibus 
bill " He was just as vigorous in 
his support of measures advancing 
public schools 
Under his administration school 
laws were revised School districts 
were given corporate powers; 
the 
minimum school term was fixed at 
four months; 
definite courses of 
study were set up and the office 
of county superintendant of schools 
was created. 
Was Railroad Head 
Nominated for a second term as 
governor. Bigler was defeated by 
James Pollock when he fell sick and 
was unable to conduct an election 
campaign. 
Alter his defeat he became presi­ 
dent of Hie Philadelphia and Erie 
Railroad company In 1856 he was 
elected to the U 8 Senate where he 
opposed secession in 1860-61 
Retiring in 1861, Bigler spent his 
last years as a railroad promoter 
and capitalist in Clearfield where 
tie died in 1880,

BOYS ARRIVE 
AT INDIANTOWN 
FOR PA. CAMP 


Indiantown Gap, Pa., July 13 (ZP) 
-Vacation-bound 
teen-age 
boys 
from all parts of Pennsylvania be­ 
gan arriving here today to take part 
in the Commonwealth’s first sum­ 
mer camp. 
The boys, some 2,650 of them, 
will enjoy two weeks of fresh air 
and frolic, at the Commonwealth’s 
expense. 
The summer camp, named Camp 
Penn in honor of the State’s found­ 
er, was authorized by the 1949 legis­ 
lature to benefit boys between 14 
and 16 otherwise unable to go to 
camp. It provided an allocation of 
♦600,000 to cover costs of the first 
two years. 
Formal Opening Friday 
Although the camp does not for­ 
mally get under way until Friday, 
the young campers began stream­ 
ing in today by bus and train. 
Some 477 are due today with the 
remainder coming tomorrow. 
An elaborate program, including 
sports, movies, talks and instruction 
in citizenship has been crowded 
into the 
14-day camp schedule. 
Some 150 counselors will supervise 
the activities. 
The camp will have Its own oper­ 
ational area here on this sprawling 
military reservation, complete with 
sleeping barracks and dining hall. 
Immediately upon arrival at the 
camp each boy receives a complete 
medical and dental checkup and 
then assigned to a sleeping bar­ 
racks. The camp is divided into six 
separate camps with about 400 to 
a camp. Each camp will be named 
after an Indian tribe. 
Clothing Furnished 
The State 
is

young camper with a full set of 
camp 
clothing, 
including 
shoes, 
socks, trousers, underwear, sports 
shirts and raincoat. 
A varied program of activities 
has been arranged for the boys with 
the Gov.

Col. Edwin D. Feather, camp pro­ 
gram director, said all manner of 
athletics will be available including 
swimming, hiking^ soft and volley 
ball and badminton.

Slop­ 
ing portions of the roof would be 
utilized for built-in bunks and book­ 
cases. 
The 
bathroom 
should 
be 
big 
enough to accommodate a large ac­ 
cessory closet. 
A built-in 
vanity, 
medicine cabinet, built-in tub with 


no hard-to-clean corners, a clothes 
chilte to laundry, and chromium 
plated fixtures would complete bath­ 
room demands. 
An outside entrance to the base­ 
ment was thought desirable, and 
the basement would have sufficient 
space for storage, laundry room, 
recreation or hobby room, toilet, and 
furnace. 
For flooring the farm wife would 
choose light varnished hardwood, 
properly installed to eliminate buck­ 
ling. Plain woodwork with no hard- 
to-clean 
corners 
would 
prevail 
throughout the house. 
How close the average farm house 
is to the ideal would be difficult to 
ascertain, but, the survey report 
points out, more and more farm 
families are learning th at conveni­ 
ences once thought exclusive to ur­ 
ban homes are also within easy 
reach of the rural dweller.
